Fails to Praise Jury 


Joseph R. DeMarcos goes to jail 
for the rest of his life. This was 
the sentence given by Mr. Justice 
Boyle to the 67-year-old Christmas 
Eve killer of John Bernatchez, 
Winfield lumberjack, in Criminal 
court on Tuesday evening, when 
the bald-headed Eurasian stabber 
was found guilty of manslaughter 
by a jury of six, after a trial on 
a charge of murder lasting two 
days. 

The accused, who looked re- 
lieved when Foreman L. H. Pettit 
announced the verdict, accepted his 
sentence with stoicism. 

His Lordship bluntly told the 
jury the verdict should have been 
murder. 

“Stand up, DeMarcos,” Mr. Just- 
ice Boyle said, when he handed 
down sentence,

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—President Roosevelt has started 
a new era which will go on regardless of his own political 
fate at the 1936 elections or any others to follow.

3—Restricted farm production by the bonus system. 

4—Launched a spending program which will take 10 

billion dollars in two years.

FORCE SAFETY 


Britain Girt About With 
Many Dangers, Says 
Speech 


NEW YORK, Jan. 17—Declaring 
Great Britain is “Girt about with 
many dangers” Rt, Hon, Winston 
Churchill called tn an address in 


London last night for the building of a 
strong protective air force and full 
co-operation with the Léague of 
Nations, 

A transcript of the address,, made 
available in New York, quoted the 
former chancellor of the exchequer 
as saying: 

“The hideous curse of war from 
the air has fallen upon the world, 
and I say to you, don't you think 
we ought to try to make ourselves 
as strong against attack from the 
air as our navy used to make us 
against invasion across the sea? 


“We are not the same kind of 
independent country that we used 
to be, that any of you were born 
into; we lie with all our wealth and 
civilization exposed to the ferocious 
jealousies which tear the continent 
of Europe, and we have nothing to 
trust to for our life and for our 
right to judge freely what course 
we shall take except our diplomacy 
and our good intentions. 
| “Tl am all for diplomacy and good 
intentions,” he added, “but first of 
all we ought to make the island 
safe.” 

Great Britain, he declared, has 
weathered the economic crisis bet- 
ter than almost any other nation. 

“Our finances have been put 
back into much better

The Globe said: “The adoption 
by statute of such a lower gold 
content for the Canadian dollar

It would in due 
time be reduced by one-third the 
burden of all, indebtedness pay- 
able in Canadian currency, and 
would tend to increase prices of 
commodities in the domestic trade 
of Canada in similar proportion.” 


The newspaper said there was 
now agitation in favor of parliament 
fixing a new gold standard “of, say, 
14 grains or 15 grains of pure gold 
to the dollar.” 

The present statutory gold content 
of the dollar is 23.22 grains. Pur-

When word spread around of} 
what I was doing in Guiana, con- 
victs and liberes used to waylay 
me in alleys, ambush me in the} 
fringe of jungle and tell the most | 
astounding and terrifying tales of 
physical mental torture. They told 
me, with names and dates of con-| 
victs who, in a fit of frenzy, turned 
or a guard and as a result were 
set, naked, over red ant hills to be 
plucked to pieces bite by bite.* 

I took these names and dates to 
Commissioner Sontag, chief of all 
the prisons. 

“All nonsense,” he said. “To 
prove that we aren't denying in a 
general way, you, yourself, can run 
through the files and look up these 
names.” 

I did, and there was no evidence 
whatever to substantiate the con- 
victs. I don't think the officials 
were two-timing me. Why should 
they? 

Well, then, who are these con- 
victs? Do they deserve to be here 
for life? Here, folks, decide for 
yourselves, No man, except a mur- 
derer, is sent to Guiana until he is 
a third offender. Seldom unless he 
is a fifth offender.

THREE YEARS? 

Premier Brownlee will urge at the Ottawa 
conference that Dominion financial support 
be given to a public works construction pro- 
gram for this province to run through a term 
of three years. 

The inference of course is plain. The Pro- 
vincial Government does not expect the de- 
pression to lift like a fog during the coming 
spring and leave the world again basking in 
sunshine. It expects that for three years a 
considerable but diminishing proportion of our 
unemployed army will have to be given em- 
ployment on public works or maintained on 
doles, 

It is permissable to suppose the other west- 
ern governments are in substantial agreement 
as to the amount of construction that will have 
to be undertaken throughout the west arid the 
length of time work will have to be provided 
by that means. 

They are not over-estimating the period 
during which state-employment will have to 
be supplied on a large scale in Canada. It took 
the depression three years to reach what is 
hoped to have been the “dip.” If the process 
of recovery can be accomplished in three years, 
to the point where private employment will 
absorb the normal labor supply, that is quite as 
fast progress as can be looked for. 

And that progress, it is important to note, 
is not at all likely to be attained unless in the 
meantime there is a general scaling down of 
the barriers that have dammed and stagnated 
world trade. Unless that is done, Ottawa may 
as well plan state-employment on a large scale 
over a ten or a twenty year term. 


CITY DEBT CHARGES 

According to the Citizens’ Research Institute, 
the debt charges of the city of Edmonton in 
1932 took 53.7 per cent of the tax levy. In eight 
other cities the ratio ranged as follows: Saska- 
toon 47.0; Vancouver 40.2» Montreal 39.3; Cal- 
gary 38.3; Regina 37.5; Winnipeg 34.3; Toronto 
34, per cent. 

Taxation is not the only source of city 
revenue, and the bulletin shows also the relation 
of the debt charges to the gross expenditure on 
current account: Edmonton 45.7; Saskatoon 34.9; 
Vancouver 34.7; Calgary 34.7; Regina 31.8; 
Winnipeg 31.7; Toronto 31.4, per cent. 

Thus in these cities scattered from the Pacific 
coast to Montreal, debt charges the year before 
last absorbed from one-third to more than one- 
half the annual tax levy; and from rather less 
tha none-third to nearly one-half the amount 
of total current expenditure, 

Obviously if the cities of Canada are to 
assume any large share of the cost of an exten- 
sive construction program for employment of 
idle men, there will have to be a re-financing 
of their present indebtedness on the basis of 
what Mr. Stevens describes as a “drastically” 
reduced interest rate, and money for new in- 
vestment will have to be made available to 
them at rates far below those which they are 
now paying. 

Neither of these things can the cities do for 
themselves, anxious as they may be to do both. 
If they are to play any considerable part in a 
large scale construction plan the Dominion will 
have to engineer a sharp downward revision of 
their present debt charges, and also make new 
money obtainable by them at the reduced rates. 

Stating the case in general terms, the cities 
cannot afford to pay out any more money per 
year in interest charges than they are now pay- 
ing. If they are to borrow and spend additional 
sums, the rates will have to be so reduced as to 
keep the interest outgo within the present 
limits, 


“PRINTING PRESS” MONEY 
AT WORK 

London hs again become the world centre 
through which international financial transac- 
tions are conducted; and is also the centre to 
which the gold of the world is gravitating at 
an amazing rate. 

Last year $985,000,000 worth of the metal 
poured into London's vaults from points abroad, 
nine times as much as during the preceding 
year. As the world's total supply of monetary 
gold is placed at $12,000,000,000 worth, upwards 
of one-twelfth of the money metal of the world 
flowed into London last year from points out- 
side Britain. 

Not all this gold was shipped in payment 
for British goods or belongs to people living in 
Great Britain. A vast amount of it was sent 
there by foreign owners, either because the in- 
vestment opportunities there are better, or be- 
cause they were alarmed at the money and 
trade policies of their own countries. 

Britain, it will be noted, is not a “sound” 


money country. It is off gold, and doing busi- 
ness with paper currency, But it does not seem 
to be going to ruin, as our classic economists 
Say any country must go that departs from gold 
and starts to use “printing press” money. On 
the contrary, the peoples of the world are mak- 
ing their international settlements in London, 
through the medium of this “printing press” 
money, and are shipping their gold there as to 
a refuge—even from “sound” money France. 

Here is something that our “sound” money 
friends should explain, but it is safe guessing 
they will not try. 

Britain's position in the financial world, re- 
covered since and because it left the gold basis, 
is the standing refutation of the “orthodox” 
buncombe that has been preached to the people 
of Canada by political and financial leaders who 
held this country to the gold standard, at the 
cost of deflating credit, property values, secur- 
ity values, business, employment, prices, and 
making us more nearly a nation of paupers 
than we had ever been before. 

Britain's $4.86 paper pound is worth $5.09 
worth of Canadian gold—or wheat. London is 
collecting commissions from the peoples of the 
world for financing their international settle- 
ments. And its vaults are filling with foreign 
gold shipped there for investment or for safe- 
keeping. 

That is the kind of “ruin” our “sound” 
money Government saved Canada from.

WORLD TRADE 
Bedevilled by fluctuating currencies, shack- 
led by tariffs, handcuffed by quotas, world trade 
nevertheless struggles slowly upward, The 
December economic’ bulletin of the League of 
Nations takes hope in reporting that during the 
1933 autumn season, foreign trade on the trou- 
bled earth exceeded the volume of the preced- 
ing spring for the first time since the depres- 
sion. For October it was 3 per cent larger than 
in September end 12 per cent greater than last 
April, The enlarged volume is still only 36 per 
cent of that of the monthly average of 1929, 
but the modest change that 1933 brought was 
at least in the right direction. The League 
finds hope also in reporting that world com- 
modity prices, measured in gold, have gone 
| down very little since the summer of 1932 and 
| were relatively stable during 1933. 


The Passing Show 


By J. S, COWPER 


There's a telescope with a 100-inch mirror 
outside Victoria, B. C., that can bring the 
moon within 500 miles of the observer. At 
Mount Palomar, the California Institute of 
Technology is building a super-telescope with 
a 200-inch mirror, which will 
bring the moon to a distance 
of 24 miles, and enable as- 
tronomers to penetrate twice 
as far into the heavens as 
any existing telescope. 

At a 24-mile distance an 
object the size of the Parlia- 
ment Buildings will be not- 
iceable, Observers will be 
able to study the formation 
of the cones that rise inside 
J. S. Cowper the craters of the moon, They 
may learn a great deal more about the sym- 
metrical canals on Mars that wax and wane fol- 
lowing the melting of the polar ice cap on that 
ochreous planet, giving rise to. the belief that 
the lines which reappear in the same places 
are great irrigation canals—visible when the 
bordering areas are in foliage—-by which Mar- 
tian inhabitants overcdme the drying up of the 
seas on Mars and the scant rainfall. Mara may 
foreshadow happenings to our own planet many 
millions of years hence as the waters of the 
earth depart and the areas of the great deserts 
expand. 


Astronomers at Algiers annoufice the dis- 
covery of two smaller planets between Mars 
and Venus. Some time ago a small planet of 
but 50 miles diameter was observed on _ its 
course in the heavens, and given the name 
Pluto. There are a thousand of these minor 
planets known, the smallest of them with an 
estimated diameter of but 550 yards, or less 
han a third of a mile. They revolve on their 
courses round the sun, kept in their track, like 
the earth, by the balance of attractions of 
heavenly bodies. What a pity that some of the 
modern Alexanders, sighing for worlds to con- 
quer, couldn’t be marooned on these lesser 
worlds in space, and let the peaceful people of 
the earth try and work out a non-predatory 
scheme of existence.

Is there any danger of any of these lesser 
planets getting caught in the earth attraction 
and paying us a visit? Planet dust, rendered 
incandescent by the-friction of its swift pas- 
sage through the atmosphere, comes to earth 
in the form of “shooting stars.” Occesionally, 
larger bodies, weighing hundreds of pounds or 
even tons, come to earth as “meteors.” There 
being twice as much water area as land area 
to the earth, most of them go into the oceans, 
warming them up a little. Fortunately, none 
of them have struck cities. One meteorologist 
estimates that. since the Tertiary geologic age 
there have been 45,000 meteoric falls. 

What has happened before may happen 
again. The orbits of comets cross the earth's 
orbit. Some day there may be a collision with 
a comet, in which event, as the boys say, “it'll 
be just too bad, 

se %. & 

Some geologists and physicists, attracted by 
an aerial survey map of timber areas in North 
and South Carolina, have come to the conclu- 
sion that at a time not more than 50,000 years 
ago (and possibly much more recently), a comet 
did strike the earth in the vicinity of the Caro- 
linas, covering an area of 40,000 square miles, 
extending from 300 miles out into the Atlantic 
to as far west as the boundary of Ohio. 

All this 40,000-square-mile area is covered 
with small craters like pock-marks on the face 
of the earth. Some of them are 250 feet across 
with five-foot rims. Others are more than a 
mile in diameter. All of them are oval in shape, 
and lie pointing in the same direction, roughly 
north-west and south-east. 

The scientists conclude that a comet, occupy- 
ing thousands of square miles in extent, got 
drawn into the earth’s gravitational field and 
struck the earth at this point, coming from a 
north-westerly direction in the heavens. It 
wasn't a solid body, though it may have had 
great spherical bodies in it a mile in diameter. 
Compressed together it might have made a 
sphere but a hundred miles wide. 

There are 3000 of these “pits” in the oval 
area of 40,000 miles—each individual “pit” a 
separate oval crater. It is believed that the 
comet was cOmposed of three thousand separ- 
ate spheroids of iron, which came zooming 
white-hot out of the heavens and buried them- 
selves a mile deep in the soft earth of the 
Carolinas, forcing up the craters as 190,000 
square miles of compressed air, caught in the 
passage of the comet, burned out all life in the 
area with its scorched breath. 

What a story if one could live to write it!

Magnetometer tests made on some of the 
craters indicate that the shattered iron core of 
the comet lies beneath them. If ever the world 
runs short of iron, the dead comet can be put 
to useful purposes, 

This crater formation is typical of large 
meteoric falls. In Arizona is a crater over 4000 
feet wide with walls from 125 to 150 feet high, 
Though the magnetometer on the Arizona 
crater gave only half the measurement of the 
Carolina craters, the actual iron centre of the 
Arizona comet has been located by drill holes, 
There are other large meteor craters in Texas, 
Australia, Argentina, Africa, Afghanistan and 
Arabia. They seem to have an affinity for 
places starting with “A.” 

If such a comet as that which struck the 
Carolinas were to be encountered again, it had 
better land in mid-Australia or the Sahara. If 
it landed on New England it would utterly 
devastate North American civilization from 
New York to Toronto, including Ottawa and 
Hamilton, Ont. If it landed in mid-Alberta it 
would wipe out the provincial debt. Let's 
hope that the Architect of the Universe, 
whom we didn’t need an Old Testament writer 
to tell us is a Humorist, is also a good Mathe- 
matician, and has arranged the time table of 
the universe to avoid major collisions. 

Even my little island home off the Pacific 
coast that seems so secure against most of the 
evils of this generation (except taxes) wouldn't 
withstand the enormous tidal wave that would 
come were the enormous air pressure of a comet 
to force back the seas from an area of 190,000 
square miles.

Pineapple

Many of the foods you serve at your own 
table come from far away and this is especially 
true of pineapple. The greatest part of the 
pineapple supply comes to you from Hawaii 
and has made an ocean trip to reach you. 

Fresh pineapple is not 
available in any great quan- 
tity and it is the canned pine- 
apple which is now used in 
ever-increasing amounts, and 
most of the questions I re- 
ceive about pineapple refer 
to the canned product, which 
is the only kind of pineapple 
you can get easily which has 
been picked at the prime of 
real ripeness. Because the 

Dr. F, McCoy canned pineapple is gathered 
when fully ripe it contains the full flavor when 
at its best. 

The name pineapple was given the fruit be- 
cause it resembled a pine-cone. This fruit has 
been used as a symbol to denote hospitality. 
As to food value, the pineapple is a very good 
source of the vitamins A. B. and C, it contains 
valuable food minerals such as calcium, potas- 
sium, and magnesium, and is considered an al- 
kaline forming food and is therefore beneficial 
in correcting acidosis. You obtajn all the above 
benefits whether you use the fruit slices, the 
crushed fruit or the juice, 

Pineapple contains a special digestive aid 
which helps to digest meats. The juice also 
contains this digestive aid. In using the un- 
sweetened juice about one-half hour before 
breakfast you will find it very refreshing to 
the mouth. Anyone who used between one 
pint and one quart of the unsweetened juice 
each day would secure enough of the alkaline 
elements to build up the alkalinity of the body 
and would thus avoid the diseases which thrive 
best when the body is in an acid condition. As 
pineapple increases the appetite it is beneficial 
when the appetite is sluggish. 

The unsweetened juice may be used in the 
short five-day fast as taken to reduce weight. 
If heated, the juice is useful as a gargle for the 
throat in head colds, sore throats, etc., and will 
be found to “cut” the mucus. If you will go 
to your nearest store, I believe that you will be 
able to buy the unsweetened juice in cans as 
it is now on the market and I am pleased to 
recommend the product as I consider it whole- 
some, healthful and delicious. 

The canned pineapple in sliced or crushed 
form may be taken with the dinner meal where 
meat and non-starchy vegetables are used. Or 
you may use the pineapple alone for lunch, or 
combine with it one pint of milk. When used 
with the meat meal at night you will gain the 
full benefit from pineapple as a help to diges- 
tion. If you are on a restricted diet, where you 
want to avoid sugar and you wish to use the 
sweetened pineapple from the can, I would sug- 
gest that you wash off the thick heavy syrup. 

I would strongly advise that the menu-mak- 
ers among my readers use pineapple more 
abundantly in feeding the home folks. They 
will like this golden fruit or the juice and you

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—E. F. from Santa Barbara, Cal- 
ifornia: “I received your article on High Blood 
Pressure for my father and I would like to 
know if it is all right for a patient to use meat, 
although you include it. Nearly every one else 
seems to believe meat injurious in such cases. 
However, I will abide by your decision as your 
articles and menus have made me well again, 
I thank you for past help and hope you will 
answer this question.” 

ANSWER—I find that many patients with 
high blood pressure have been advised to give 
up meat and have tried this advice without 
good result. However, since I have seen many 
cases of high blood pressure existing in veget- 
arians I was forced to come to the conclusion 
that? meat is not the sole cause of this trouble. 
It has been my experience that a small amount 
of protein is needed in the daily diet and that 
it will do no harm when the patient has high 
blood pressure. With the meat the patient 
should use non-starchy and salad vegetables, 
and also the acid fruits, It would be beneficial 
for your father to use either no salt at all, or 
the very smallest possible amount. I am pleased 
to know that you improved your health through 
following my instructions, 

QUESTION-—Jean from Newark, N. J.: “I 
understand that tomatoes contain a harmful 
substance and should not be used at all.” 

ANSWER—I consider the tomato a _ very 
wholesome fruit and would suggest that you 
continue to use it.

On This Date 


— A Day in Canadian History — 
Bu FRED WILLIAMS 


On this date, in 1849, the 
people of the then small Can- 
ada were interested by the an- 
nouncement that the day be- 
fore there had been born to 
the Countess of Elgin at Monk- 
lands, the then vice-regal res- 
idence at Montreal (now the 
Villa Maria convent), a son. 
That boy, the son of our first 
governor general to administer 
affairs under responsible gov- 
ernment by Canadians, was to 
prove in later life a worthy 
son of a worthy father. 

Victor Alexander Bruce had 
a brilliant career in politics. 
He was, I think, the only man 
who followed his father as 
Viceroy of India, the father 


dying in that office November 
20, 1863, and the son being 
vieeroy 1894-99. A Liberal, 
like his father, Victor was a 
wise counsellor, but did not 
agree with Asquith and re- 
tired from politics in 1908. 

The lesson he learned from 
his father’s Canadian career 
served him well when he had 
to deal with the South African 
situation after the war. The 
father had presided at the 
birth of Canadian autonomy; 
the son had to convince the 
conquered Dutch that there 
was a place for them within 
the British Empire. Both trust- 
ed the common people; both 
had their reward in the suc- 
cess of their policies.

TAX CONSOLIDATION 

Editor Bulletin: Re Tax Con- 
solidation Act. 

The Tax Consolidation Act, 
as it now stands, provides for 
the paying of arrears of taxes 
on a five-year plan, and in 
each year current taxes are 
also to be paid. 

I think amendments to the 
above act should be instituted 
as follows: 

1. Provision made for col- 
lection of current taxes each 
year. 

2. Setting aside of all arrears 
of taxes for an indefinite per- 
iod without interest or penal- 
ties added. 

By amending the act as 
above, municipalities and 
school districts would be able 
to reduce their levies by at 
least 50 per cent due to the 
fact that there would be no 
arrears to pile up each year, 

As the matter now stands, 
the persons paying their taxes 
each year in full are the ones 
carrying the whole load, due 
to the inability of those un- 
able to pay, who otherwise 
would no doubt make an effort 
to pay, if the tax was reduced 
to where it should be. 

I sincerely hope some of our 
bright minds gracing the seats 
in the legislative assembly will 
take this matter up at the come 
ing session.

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Prime Minister Suffers 
From Confusion of 
Thought

In his address delivered at Vancouver, the first pronounce- 
ment of the year 1934, the Prime Minister gave direct evidence 
of suffering from confusion of thought resulting in a non-con- 
structive policy. 

There are two kinds of public works expenditures. The 
Prime Minister only remembers the one kind which ties up 
publie money and produces nothing. The other kind is the con- 
structive investment which gives work and produces revenue. 
These are the kind of expenditures President Roosevelt is mak- 
ing without stint or limit. 

We have a better opportunity in Canada in the Peace River 
Empire then exists in any part of the United States. The invest- 
ing of ten million dollars will complete the railway communica- 
tion to Findlay Forks and. bring into active account natural 
assets having real value greater than all the public debt of Can- 
ada, The Peace River Empire with rail connection completed to 
Findlay Forks will actually produce and put into circulation in 
each and every year more than the ten million dollars needed to 
complete the railway. 

Every part of Canada will benefit substantially from the 
bringing of the Peace River Empire into active production. Homes 
and work and avenues of fortune await a whole new generation 
in opening up an area which compares most favorably with any 
locality in the temperate zones. Yet the Prime Minister says that, 
“jealous of our national credit,” the only thing to do is to look 
in the mirror when you shave and see there the individual re- 
sponsible for the condition of Canadian finance, The Prime Min- 
ister’s textbook on economics must certainly be Alice in Won- 
derland. 

Lack of a sense of humour is a form of mental trouble; it 
darkens vision. Paralelling the Prime Minisier’s confusion of 
thought is the priceless mental gem broadcast by a president of 
a Canadian bank that the provinces of Canada have too many 
governments; when the banks themselves have scatiered imposing 
buildings all across Canada on a scale sufficient for the banking 
needs of five times the population. 

4n a political sense while the Prime Minister can always see 
a problem, he can never see an opportunity. That is the reason 
of the wreckage which follows all his policies. 

Never in the history of any nation was there a better op- 
portunity to bring about complete national recovery offered than 
is that of the Peace River area rail extension. Men should be 
working on it now. One year’s energetic construction on it would 
break the back of the depression; and two years’ work would 
bring normal prosperity. 

Apparenily the Conservative Administration prefers problems 
to opportunities; and prefers the publishing of trade reports of 
non-eatable and non-wearable percentages to any constructive 
public works action which will provide food and clothing for 
those who need it. 

What Western Canada needs today is not more control by 
Ottawa, but a full release from the coiling, strangling control 
which Ottawa uses to prevent any constructive recovery.

SEWARD, Alaska, Jan. 17.— 
Two survivors of an_ iil-started 
Soviet expedition to the Behring 
sea and the Arctic,” Dr, George 
Nolde and Prof. Ivan Baranzof, 
were bound for Seattle yesterday 
after surviving two ship disasters. 
The two finally reached Nome 10 
days ago and flew here, sailing for 
the south last night, 

Leaving Moscow last May under 
leadership of Prof. Alexander 
Chakin, their expedition embarked 
from Anadyr, Siberia, in a 60-foot 
motorship. After explorations at St. 
Lawrence bay their vessel ran 
into severe gales. Professor Chakin 
was swept overboard and drowned, 
and valuable instruments and data 
were lost. 

Then the mail boat Goodhope 
picked them up in the Diomede 
Islands, but after ctossing the Behr- 
ing sea, it sank on shoals in Kot- 
zebue Sound, with eight passengers 
and members of the crew lost, but 
they reached shore in safety.

from his private resources.’“T know 
that some of them have gone broke 
trying to hold up the honors of 
Government House,” he told the 
delegates. 

Many of the speakers referred to 
the speeches of W. R. Howson, the 
Alberta Liberal leader, throughout 
the country on the question of Gov- 
ernment House expenditures, and 
Hon. Mr. McPherson denounced 
Mr, Howson for not opposing the 
expenditures when the estimates 
were before the house. 


CRIES OF SCORN 

Delegate Wylie from Last Lake, 
in the Peace River district, tock 
charge of the motion through the 
convention. He produced a return 
of the house given to A. P, Mitchell, 
Liberal, Leduc, at the last session 
and raised cries of scorn as he re- 
cited “one rug $210; one rug $170; 
one rug $328, two comforters $60; 
two chairs $150.” 

“That's enough,” 
voice. 

“I think we should close Govern- 
ment House,” said Mr. Wylie. “All 
this furniture might be put in one 
of the cabinet minister’s houses. I 

would suggest that it be put in Hon. 
O. L. McPherson's house.” 

In the hub-bub that ensued 
Hon. Mr. McPherson took the 
Platform. He said, “The answers 
to those questions given to Mr. 
Mitchell have reccived a lot of 

attention through the country in 
the past few months. They have 
been agitated in a manner cal- 
culated to bring criticism on the 
administration. 

“Government House is an institu- 
tion in every province. I didn’t in- 
itiate it. It is here and we have to 
face the situaiton frankly. Govern- 
ment House was built twenty years 
ago. The furnishings then cost $62.- 
500. Many of them have become 
worn and need replacing. Holes 
were worn in rugs so that people 
tripped over them. Paint and stain 
had to be used to disguise the holes. 
Curtains fell to pieces from the rods 
and dissolved in the wash. 


PART OF DUTY 

“I'm not supporting or condemn- 
ing the idea of Government House. 
It is an institution visited by thous- 
ands of citizens each year and part 
of my duty as Minister of Public 
Works is to see that it is main- 
tained in some sort of a half way 
decent condition. 

“I’m not called upon here to say 
whether I desire to seo Government 
House maintained as an institution. 
I do want to say that those who are 
offering criticisms in the rural .dis- 
tricts have shown a peculiar time 
and a peculiar place to make them 
in. If they wished to object to these 
expenditures they should have mov- 
ed to have the estimates for them 
truck out. It might have been bet- 
ter had they taken it up in the city 
of Edmonton, in the Legislature and 
said there what they have said in 
the country. 

“These replacements have been 
made in keeping with the other fur- 
nishings—furnishings that we didn’t 
put there--and were more than due. 


$14,000 A YEAR UPKEEP 


Several delegates directed ques- 
tions to the Minister about the cost 
of Government House and were told 
that the estimates averaged about 
$14,000 a year for upkeep. 

Said Delegate Young, who quoted 
&@ speech by Mr. Howson at Millet: 
“I don't believe we need a Govern- 
ment House or a Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor, They are only costly puppets. 
We should abolish the office entire- 
ly by voting for a C. C. F. govern:

How- 
ever, if a central bank is to be es- 
tablished forthwith, it is our duty 
and intention to co-operate in every 
way possible to make it efficieny 
and useful.” 
Note Issue. 

Mr. Wilson expressed the strong 
opinion that the recommendations 
in the Report with respect to the 
gradual withdrawal of the note- 
issuing privileges of the Chartered 
Banks did not appear to be in the 
public interest. Retention of these 
privileges would not hamper the 
Central Bank in its efforts to con- 
trol credit. In this connection he 
quoted an editorial which appeared 
in the"London Economist to the ef- 
fect that the Central Bank would 
not be in the least weakened by al- 
lowing the Chartered Banks to re- 
tain their present issues under the 
present restrictions. Mr. Wilsen 
went on to say: “I think, there- 
fore, that we should view the elim- 
nation of bank note issues not as 
a step which must inevitably ac- 
company the creation of a central 


Cana-| bank, but as a separate matter en- 


tirely. The real question is whe- 
ther the Government desire to have 
banking service maintained at many 
small points throughout the coun- 
try or to appropriate the revenue 
of note issues for themselves. I 
believe that the gain to the Gov- 
ernment would not offset the loss 
to the public through curtailment of 
banking facilities. Unquestionably 
there are many places which could 
no longer support a branch bank if 
note issuing privileges were to be 
withdrawn. The operation of a 
number of small branches at a bare 
margin of profit is characteristic 
of banking in this country. We 
have a system which in many of its 
aspects is native to the Dominion 
and prudence should prompt us to 
be very cautious in advocating fun- 
damental changes.” 

“At this point I might quote the 
following from the Report of the 
Royal Commission: 

“. . . insofar as the ordinary 
functions of banking are con- 
cerned, the Canadian banks give 
admirable evidence of security. 
efficiency and convenience. In a 
time of universal economic diffi- 
culty the Canadian banks have 
stood firm and have continued to 
render to the people of the Do- 
minion the same high quality and 
the same wide variety of services 
as in the past.” 

“The chartered banks eould ad- 
just themselves to the gradual loss 
of the note issuing privilege over a 
period of years, but unquestionably 
it would necessitate the withdrawal! 
of banking facilities from many of 
the smaller communities in Canada. 
This would be a high price to pay 
for a central bank. 


Rural Credits, 


“The Royal Commission on Bank- 
ing and Currency recommended 
that the Dominion Government, 
preferably with the co-operation of 
the Provincial Governments, should 
forthwith institute a special inves- 
tigation into the whole problem of 
the provision of short and inter- 
mediate rural credits, with a view 
to the preparttion of an adequate 
and comprehensive scheme for sub- 
mission to Parliament. I hope that 
their recommendation will be 
adopted, and that a commission of 
enquiry will be appointed to find 
out exactly what is required, and 
to what extent solvent borrowers 
are in distress through inability to 
obtain loans or renewals.
